New York. Jan. 14—It Is the con- 
viction of Sir George Palah, the well- 
lfhown British financial authority, 
that If the American people desire 
that the present vaat flow of exports 
to Europe shall be maintained with¬ 
out a breakdown.

i Although not In the nature of a 
very serious complaint this was the 
delicate hint dropped this ihomlng 
by Dr. Koliang Yih, t’hlnese Consul 
in Vancouver, who called to pay his 
respects and extend New Year’s 
greetings to Premier Oliver. 

The case In point was discussed 
tentatively and Dr. Ylh promised Mr. 
Oliver that hp would formulate a 
case as far as his compatriots were 
concerned ao that the Government 
would be able to Judge its merits 
and In its wisdom effect such cure 
as might be deemed equitable to 
beneficiaries both at home and 
abroad. 

It will be remembered that the 
amendments to the Act last year 
gave power to the Compensation 
Board—where beneficiaries were resi¬ 
dent outside the Province—to pay 
them In amounts of equal value in 
their own country to those paid out 
In this Province or Dominion. 

It has been found to be invariably 
the case that the cheaper money 
abroad was sufficient to warrant the 
altered provision, and, as a matter 
of fact, the money saving effected 
has enabled the Board to increase 
the British Columbia resident wid¬ 
ow's allowance from 120 per month 
to $35 and that of each * child—

The "shingle affair" has turned out 
to be almost the sole Issue of what 
there Is of a campaign in Saanich 
this year. Comrade R. Macnicol, re¬ 
turned soldier candidate, opposing 
the re-election of James Owens for 
police commissioner, charged that the 
"shingle affair" was only an excuse 
for the dismissal of the police chief. 
The real cause, in his opinion, dated 
back to 1914, when Mr. Owens was 
removed from the force and hie Job 
taken by Dryden. Owens then 
sought election to the police commis¬ 
sion, was successful and, with the 
co-operation of Heeve Jones, brought 
about the dismissal of Dryden last 
month, Mr. Macnicol claimed. 

Wants Investigation 

"If I am elected to the police com¬ 
mission 1 will immediately press for 
an investigation into the dismissal of 
the police chief," Mr. Mhcntcol said 
last night. "If that - Investigation 
brings it out that the -right step was 
taken, everything will be left as It Is. 
But ff it is found that there is some¬ 
thing wrong back of it all, 1 will 
move for the reinstatement of the 
former chief. 

"The whole .charge against Dryden 
in absolutely unsatisfactory, and 
springs from bias. 1 have been to 
eight meetings so far and have not 
yet heard the details of the dlamis- 
sal.” *
